To the School Boards and Citizens of Northfield and 
Tilton: 


I take pleasure in submitting to you my eleventh annual 
report, the eighteenth, I believe, in the series of such re- 
ports. 

I refer you to the Honor Roll that you may know those 
pupils who, by reason of good fortune, good health, and 
determination, had a perfect record in attendance for the 
school year ending in June, 1925. I also refer you to the 
Statistical report for certain data for each school. I sug- 
gest a careful reading of the financial reports and state- 
ments, and a careful study of the proposed budgets for 
the next fiscal year, that you may know how the school 
money is being expended.

At the present time 289 pupils are enrolled at the Union 
School as follows: Grade I—35, II—46, ITI—33, IV—37, 
V—29, VI—34, VII—46, VIII—29. In addition there are 
78 pupils from this district enrolled at Tilton School. 

We were unfortunate in losing two of our teachers by 
resignation at the close of school last June. Mrs. Luthera 
W. Abbott was long a faithful and successful teacher in 
our schools. She brought to the school-room refinement 
and culture, which we too often fail to find, and which 
frequently are too little appreciated. It is no small thing 
to serve a community in so important a place as Mrs. 
Abbott has served this community these many years. We 
miss Mrs. Abbott at the school. We wish for her many 
years of happiness. | 

Miss Josephine Emery found it necessary to give up 
temporarily her work in the manual training department. 
We all hope that another year will find her back with us. 

Miss Irene Ash was secured to fill the vacancy in the 
sixth grade caused by the resignation of Mrs. Abbott. Miss 
Ash is a graduate of Plymouth Normal School, and had 
had one year’s previous experience. 

The work in manual training for our boys of the sixth, 
seventh, and eighth grades was put in charge of Mr. Ernest 
FE. Stackpole, the regular teacher of manual training at 
Tilton School. The boys now go to the Tilton School shop 
for their work. This shop is much better lighted and bet- 
ter equipped than is ours. This arrangement was made 
possible by the courtesy and interest of Mr. Plimpton. 
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Miss Anita Aldrich, our teacher of English and Science 
in the upper grades, was obliged to give up her work early 
in the school year because of illness. The School Board 
granted her a leave of absence for the remainder of the 
year. Miss Ethel G. Sanborn, a graduate of Plymouth, is 
carrying on this work very acceptably. Miss Vera Clark, 
a graduate of Keene, is acting as our substitute teacher. — 


The Operetta—“Day Before Yesterday” —was given by 
the children as the feature of the closing exercisés'in June. 
Thirty-four pupils were graduated from the eighth grade. 
Twenty-eight of these entered Tilton School in Séptember. 
I am glad to report, that with a few exceptions, these chil- 
dren are having a successful yéar in their new school. © In 
this connection’ I wish to call ‘attention to the fact that 
seventeen local pupils: were eae. from Tilton School 
last June. 
~ Our school-rooms have been much improved by replacing 
the old shades, which were ill- adapted to schrool- -room use; 
with a modern type’ especially designed for school-rooms: 
These new shades are much appreciated by the teachers. I . 
would récommend thatthe four lower class rooms be wired 
and equipped’ for electric lights. ‘There is ‘real need for 
these lights during the winter months. The ‘teachers in 
these rooms are handicapped by not being able to work after 
school hours. The upper grade rooms have long been SO 
equipped. 

Our school building is in excellent condition, and is al- 
ways well cared for. “It does not, however, in all respects, 
adequately meet our school needs. We are using one end 
of the lower corridor for “opportunity” classes. Miss 
Louise Emery has charge of this work. Children, who, 
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for one reason or another, have dropped behind. in their 
work, are given an opportunity to catch up with the regular 
classes. A special class has recently been started for chil- 
dren who did not seem to be profiting by the regular school 
work. These children are being given special handworl: 
for a part of each session. We ought to have a class room 
for this work, and not be obliged to use the corridor. 

We are handicapped in our attempt to organize our 
seventh and eighth grades as a first class junior high school 
by our lack of room for cooking and the poor accommoda- 
tions for manual training. We use regularly the assembly 
room for classes, and this serves also as our sewing room. 

I would call attention to the need of a larger play-ground 
for the children. The modern school demands an adequate 
play-ground, if it is to reach its highest possible efficiency. 
If the opportunity of increasing our play-ground facilities is 
found, I hope it will not be lost. Our community should 
be mindful of the need of providing recreational opportuni- 
ties for the boys and girls not only during the school year 
but also during the summer months.

faye schools opened in September with two new teachers. 
We were glad to have Miss Florence Cushing, who form- 
erly taught the No. Four School, begin work at Lochmere. 
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Miss. Cushing is a conscientious, hard working teacher, de-- 
voted to her school. Miss Ethel M. Foote, a graduate of 
Plymouth-Normal School, succeeded Miss Elliott at Tin 
Corner. The work is progressing nicely in this school. 
This is true of all our schools. The enrollment at this 
writing is 93. There are ten pupils from this district at- 
tending Union School, and twenty-one are enrolled at Til- 
ton School. 

Three pupils were graduated from the eighth pie in 
June, two at Sanborn Road and one at Tin Corner. Two 
of these entered Tilton School. Nine of our pupils were in 
the graduating class at the Union School. Seven of these 
entered Tilton School. 

We continue to send out seventh ad fisinty grade pate 
at the No. Four School and the eighth grade pupils at Loch- 
mere to the Union School. .I hope it may be possible soon 
to adopt the policy of sending all our seventh and noe 
grade pupils to this school. 

Much needed new fences have been placed at No. Four 
and Sanborn Road, Nothing but minor repairs have been 
made on the school buildings. 

The Tin Corner ought to be repaired inside and out. The 
No. Four building should be wired for electric lights. This 
would be a good investment from the standpoint of safety. 

At the last school meeting a committee was appointed to 
study, the situation at Lochmere and report at the. next 
school meeting. The committee recently called a meeting 
of the citizens of the community. After considerable dis- 
cussion, in which everyone present had an opportunity to 
take part, the meeting went on record by unanimous vote, 
as favoring the relocation of the building on the Tenney lot, 
so called: I assume that the committee, in its report to the 
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school. meeting, will so recommend, If. this suggestion is 
adopted, much of the present hazard will be removed and 
the school will have a real playground.

: Pie redicea numbers at the Rand School and the Tib- 
betts School made it possible and desirable to unite these 
two schools. © The Tibbetts building has been found ade- 
quate to accommodate all these children. The Oak Hill 
School which was over-crowded at one time last year has 
become reduced to six pupils. If these ‘children ‘could ‘be 
cared for in any other way it would be advisable to close 
this school. However, I do not think it probable that this 
school will continue long to be as small. The Hodgdon 
School continues small. If reasonable transportation can 
be secured it may seem advisable another year to send 
these children to the Franklin. Schools. 

We are now transporting children from the Pond district 
and from Bean Hill to the Center School, and the children 
from the Rand community to the Tibbetts School.

Nothing but minor repairs have been made except at the 
Tibbetts building which was repainted—both exterior and 
interior. The Bean Hill building, if it is to be preserved, 
ought to be repaired this next summer. 

There is an opportunity to secure an acre or more of 
land, including the site of the school building, at Oak Hill. 
It would seem to be a wise thing for the district to own 
the land on which the school building is located.
